_ MEH 1s OF FEAR 


A: Liubo Milicevic said 
after the Glory's Round 
12 draw against Melbourne 
Knights, 1-1 was "a good 
result". In fact, funny as. it ry 
might sound, it could almost | 
be seen as better than a win - 
at least in terms of the safety #5 
of the Perth players, officials 
and fans. 

When one thinks of hostile 
or intimidating venues in 
world soccer, the likes of 
Galatasaray, whose infamous 
banner reading "Welcome to 
Hell" greeted Manchester 
United in a Champions 
League match a few seasons \ 
ago, spring to mind. There 
are, of course, other stadiums that are intimidating 
in different ways - through their sheer size and 
volume of support or maybe because of the home 
side's reputation, such as the San Siro in Italy, 
home of Inter and AC Milan or Barcelona's Nou 
Camp. 

But for anyone who's played there, Knights 
Stadium, home of Melbourne Knights, is about as 
intimidating on a personal safety level as any 
ground in any sport in Australia. 

They definitely don't get the largest crowds in 
the NSL, with an average of about 5,000 this 
season, but those who are there, certainly make 
their presence felt, as the Glory have discovered 
on several occasions, most recently in that clash 
three weeks ago. 

As the teams left the field, full bottles and cans 
were pelted at the Perth players, with one 
narrowly missing Kasey Wehrman's head. That's 
not to say these things don't happen at any other 
NSL grounds, but the worrying thing is that, from 
all reports, nobody there (security and crowd 
controllers) seemed in any sort of a hurry 
whatsoever to stop it. 


There was also a decent 
number of Perth supporters 
who'd made the journey to 
Victoria and one of them said 
a security guard had actually 
told him he — couldn't 
guarantee his safety at the 
game, while one female 
Glory fan was hit on the head 
by one of about a dozen 
firecrackers, as Knights fans 
showered the _ visiting 
supporters with stones and 
spittle. What sort of a way is 
this to attract new fans to the 
game? 

According to another of the 
travelling Glory fans, when a 
lit flare was tossed into the 
Perth contingent, the security man just picked it up 
and handed it back to the perpetrators. 

Everyone likes their home ground to be a place 
visiting sides fear and are afraid to come to - how 
many times has Bernd Stange referred to Perth 
Oval as "The Cauldron of Fear"? But while it 
might be a fine line sometimes between fanaticism 
or patriotism and going one step too far, there's 
clearly a boundary between pure thuggery and 
physically threatening a fan or player's safety. 
~ It's not the first time events like this have 
happened at this particular ground but it won't be 
the last time either because, despite repeated 
warnings and all clubs' match programmes 
having to clearly display ground rules and 
conditions (see bottom of page three), nothing has 
come out of the incident yet. 

Several letters to Soccer Australia, including 
one from the Glory itself and several fans who 
were there, have seen no repercussions or 
disciplinary action, and the only likely result is to 
continue to see this sort of behaviour mar the 
game in Australia and turn away potential 
supporters.

HOO MBRE STARS THAN COSMOS? sk. 


Wi: this? Canberra Cosmos close to the 
business end of the NSL ladder. That's a sight 
that hasn't been seen for some time, but it underlines 
that the determined players from the nation's capital 
will demand to be taken very seriously indeed when 
they stride out at Perth Oval tonight. 

The Cosmos have never won in Perth, but they've 
gone very close a couple of times and their current 
form suggests they will be capable of pushing Bernd 
Stange's troops all the way. 

The squad has been considerably boosted with the 
addition of former Uruguayan _ international 
midfielder Milton Cortes, ex-Carlton player Con 
Anthopoulos and two Japanese players, Hiroshi 
Miyazawa and Naoki Imaya. 

The Cosmos have also been more competitive on 
the road than at their home base of Bruce Stadium 
this season, winning three times outside the ACT... 
2-0 over Northern Spirit, 3-2 over Wollongong and 
3-2 over Parramatta...and drawing twice. 

Coach Tom Sermanni, who took over the Canberra 
reins towards the end of the 1998/99 season after a 
stint with the Australian women's team, has achieved 
near miracles on a shoestring budget and his teams 
always demand respect. 

Sermanni's first visit to Perth almost two years ago 
saw the Cosmos match the Glory for long spells and 
unluckily go down 3-1 when the home side was 
fortunate not to concede two penalties in a hectic 
finish. Alistair Edwards pulled the Glory out of the fire 
that day with two late strikes after Bobby Despotovski 
had scored in the first half. lvo de Jesus was the 
Canberra scorer. 

That performance was an amazing transformation 
from the one that the Cosmos had produced when it 
gave up home ground advantage (because of 
renovation work at Bruce Stadium) to come to Perth 
Oval in November, 1998, and go away feeling sore 
and sorry after a 5-1 hammering. Rale Rasic was the 
Canberra coach on that occasion and he praised 
two-goal hero John Markovski. 

Interestingly, Canberra's goal that day was scored 
by Peter Buljan, who is now with the Glory. 

The Cosmos managed a 1-1 draw, its best result in 
Perth, in the 1997/98 season when Ivan Zelic scored

A lastminute penalty by Bobby Despotovski saw the Glory 
pinch all three points after Parramatta dominated the second 
half. Perth started brightly and Damian Mori put them ahead 
after 34 minutes with a clinical finish from just inside the area 
but Joe Miller equalised immediately from the spot after Jason 
Petkovic brought down Joel Griffiths. Alex Tobin and Peter 
Bennett both had efforts cleared off the line for the Power before 
Kasey Wehrman put the visitors back in front with a wonderful 
curling free-kick from 25 yards. Again Miller levelled with a tap 
in after good work from Griffiths. The home team pressed 
relentlessly for a winner before Tobin upended Despotovski in 
the box and the Glory striker slotted home the winner. 


Sydney skipper Ante Juric proved his team's hero as he scored 
a spectacular injury-time winner at Newcastle to give Olympic 
three vital points.

@ anberra Cosmos were formed as a completely new entity to the NSL in 1995. The club is backed by the 
“as ACT Soccer Federation, local soccer clubs Belconnen United and Canberra Deakin and corporate 
sponsors. Between 1977 and 1986 Canberra had a national league club - Canberra City - who were 
formed specifically for entry to the NSL. Despite playing in front of some relatively big crowds for their time, 
the team only enjoyed limited playing success - their best season coming in 1981 when they finished sixth 
in a 16 team league. The sometimes large crowds suggested an underlying support for the code in the 
nation's capital. Despite predictions to the contrary Canberra Cosmos finished respectably in their first NSL 
season. By ending the 1995/96 season in ninth position, they performed better than more experienced 
teams Wollongong, Newcastle and Morwell Falcons. Canberra's following seasons have generally been far 
more forgettable. However, in finishing last in 1996/97, the club ended the season a record 16 points 
behind the second-last team.

But perhaps the most amazing, yet again 
unwanted NSL record was set when the Cosmos went 46 games without winning away from home between 
December 1995 and March 1999. Despite positive starts to the last two seasons, Canberra have failed to 
live up to early hopes and again this season are now unlikely to be a threat to the top six.

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a Despotovski’s Perth Glory career didn’t 
begin auspiciously. Back in the Glory's early 
days, the striker was a recent signing and just 
minutes into a pre-season friendly against a local 
league side, he was unceremoniously clattered and 
carried from the pitch. 

Fortunately the injury was not serious, he was 
soon back on the park and has become one of the 
team’s instantly recognisable and most valuable 
players. 

Now he is forging one of the National Soccer 
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League’s most deadly partnerships with fellow 
frontman Damian Mori. 

Despotovski talked to Bob Figg about his new 
strike partner and the need for the Glory to take out 
the title this season. 


You must be happy with your form this season. 
Very pleased. We have played 13 games and | 
have missed one game with suspension but still 
scored seven goals, so | am very happy with that. 


At times last season, some parts of the crowd 
seemed to get at you. 

Last year the crowd was not too bad until the time | 
got injured. Then after seven weeks out, the crowd 
was on my back. | knew | wasn’t playing that well, 
it is difficult to come back after that many weeks out. 
| think | showed the critics something in the grand 
final so | was pleased with that. 


Does it effect you when people are having a go at 
you? 

It doesn't effect my game. If people are not happy, 
you try to work harder to please everyone, but you 
are not going to keep everyone happy when there 
are 13,000 in the crowd. 


This season your partnership with Damian Mori 
appears to be flourishing. 

It took six or seven games to settle in, but now it is 
working quite well. The record books have it as 
seven goals for me and 10 for Damian Mori. 
Nobody has scored more goals than us two. It is not 
only the goals, but we have played well together, 
we complement each other. He is fast and | can see 
when he is ile to run so it is ere well. 
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Do partnerships like this depend just on playing 
games together or are there other factors in linking 
well with someone? 

It is a matter of the games. Damian spent many 
seasons with Adelaide under a different coach and 
a different system of play. When he came here, he 
changed coach and style of play as well. It took time 
to settle in but now we are playing quite good 
football. 


One aspect of your game which seems to have 
changed is that you are not coming so deep to get 
the ball. 

| am not coming back to such deep positions, | am 
coming maybe five or six metres inside my own half. 
Before, | was coming into my own backs to defend. 
By the time | was in front of goal | was so tired | 


could not have a shot! Now | am playing more in 


front of goal and not defending quite so much. 


Have you set yourself a goalscoring target this 
season? 

To score as many as | can. | don’t talk about targets 
any more. 


Now what about the penalty taker’s role? You seem 
to have taken that back from Robbie Trajkovski. 
After | got injured, | stopped taking penalties, then 
when Robbie missed one | was back to the 
penalties. | have missed only two penalties in my 
time at the Glory, against Sydney Olympic and 
South Melbourne in the first season. 


There seems fo a good spirit in the squad this year. 
All the guys we bought this year are professionals 
and they have come here to do a job for us. They

the day, you cannot have an ego at this club. 
Playing one good game or 10 good games, it 
doesn’t make you get an ego because of the 
competition for places. 


Wollongong have been playing in the Club World 
Championships.

Every day. | am still thinking about what went wrong 
that day, but it is in the past. 


Does it motivate you for this campaign?

Who are the big threats? 

South Melbourne, Sydney Olympic and 
Wollongong are still not a bad team.

He represented Australia in last year's Olympics in Sydney 
in the sport that he really wants to get so much better 
at...soccer. Fortunately for Perth Glory, he is now totally 
focused on improving his ability to master the world's most 
popular sport. 

After a few traumatic weeks of experiencing the highs and 
lows of the game late last year...an appearance in the 
Socceroos brilliant 2-0 win over Scotland in Glasgow followed 
by disappointing trials with clubs in Belgium and Holland. ..the 
23-yearold has resolved to get his life back on track by 
enhancing his career with the Glory.

SAINT CACERAS ON BENCH 
Perth Soccer Club youngster Adrian Caceras 
acquired his first taste of Premier League soccer last 
weekend when he was among the Southampton 
substitutes for the home game against Charlton 
which ended 0-0. It has so far topped a remarkable 
rise for the striker, having only been signed at the 
start of the season, following a successful. trial.

MITCHELL WANTS INTER-ASIA CUP 
Parramatta coach and former Socceroo Dave 
Mitchell is seeking interest for an International Cup 
to be played between the cream clubs of Australia 
and Asia. "You can't tell me it wouldn't create 
enormous interest and bring in much-needed 
dollars," said the former Chelsea, Rangers and 
Selangor striker. "I'm sick of hearing the standard of 
the national league has slipped. The predicament 
the game is in here, is that our best young talent is 
taken away at an early age.

PRIDE HURT BY WRIT 

Bottom club Eastern Pride were issued with a Supreme 
Court writ mid-week for monies owed to the Latrobe 
Shire Council. It is reported the debt of $300,000 
was officially being issued by the council the same 
time club directors Fred Di Sipio and Peter Quirk were 
holding discussions with Tony Schiavello in 
Melbourne. Previously known as the Gippsland 
Falcons and before that, the Morwell Falcons, the 
nine-year-old NSL club has continually struggled to 
attract healthy crowds and quality signings. Having 
been through a number of financial problems during 
a rocky past, Pride directors have made no secret that 
they want multi-millionaire Schiavello to buy a large 
slice of the club. Schiavello has already pointed out 
that should he sink any capital into the Gippsland 
side, his first requirement would be for the club to 
relocate to Melbourne, returning to Gippsland to play 
only once or twice each season. 
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BREAKAWAY, NONSENSE: SOCCER AUSTRALIA 

The prospect that the National Soccer League's 
leading clubs could breakaway fo start a new 
competition has been described as "nonsense" by 
Soccer Australia. Former Victorian Premier Jeff 
Kennett has been making noises about a breakaway 
league, stating it's the only way to generate interest 
from media and corporate bodies who have no 


confidence in the governing body. "There are 


sponsors out there who I've spoken to in the past 
who would be prepared to back soccer for a number 
of years, but they won't get involved while those who 
are currently administering it continue with the 
practices of the past," Kennett said. "At some stage, 
the club presidents have got to say enough is 
enough. We've got to get serious about soccer in this 
country. Let's start again. The best way is to move 
outside the ASF," he said. But Soccer Australia Chief 
Executive David Woolley believes Kennett has failed 
to address the restructure process, which will be cut 
to 12 teams from next season. "At the end of the day 
we all want the same thing, which is a vibrant, 
financially sustainable national competition. That's 
what we're committed to and focussed on and what 
we're working towards," said Woolley. 


SOCCEROOS IN FRIENDLY TALKS 

With England thought to be favouring Mexico rather 
than Australia for a friendly in May, it has since been 
reported that Frank Farina’s boys could be seeing 
action as soon as next month. Romania, Yugoslavia 
and Canada are all possible candidates who have 
been mentioned with regards to playing the Aussie

VANIS SAFE: KNIGHTS PRESIDENT 

Despite a dismal run of results, Melbourne Knights 
president Harry Mrksa dismissed speculation about the 
future of coach Vlado Vanis. The Knights have not won 
since their victory over Eastern Pride in Round 8, in the 
first week of December, and have picked up only one 
point from their past three matches since the team was 
strengthened by an influx of players from the now 
defunct Carlton Soccer Club. Vanis, himself a former 
Knights player, knows all about the revolving-door culture 
that historically has been in place at Somers Street, but 
said he was still confident his team could pull out of its 
slump and string consecutive wins together when the 
new boys eventually gel into the set up. 


(TERNATIONAL SPOTLIGHT 


FRANCE CLOSES IN ON BRAZIL 

The first world rankings of the year were released by FIFA 
last Wednesday, with very litle change to the top ten, 
although the gap is closing fast between Brazil at number 
one and reigning World Cup and European 
Championship holders France, who in turn are being 
closely challenged by third-placed Argentina. The top ten 
for January are: Brazil, France, Argentina, Czech 
Republic, Italy, Portugal, Spain, Netherlands, Yugoslavia 
and Paraguay. Others placings include: Germany (1 1th), 
USA (16th), England (17th), Japan (40th) Greece (43rd) 
Australia (75th - down 3 places) and New Zealand 
(90th). 


KOREANS ANNOYED BY SECOND PLACING 
Japan have angered South Korea by insisting that their 
name should precede that of their World Cup co-host on 
the ticket application forms, Korea Football Association 
president Chung Mong-joon told a news conference: "The 
event's official title is '2002 FIFA World Cup 
Korea/Japan.' This is a trademark, and it is just 
unfortunate that these issues are arising with regards to 
the World Cup at this moment." The name of the event 
was agreed four years ago, and is expected to be used 
extensively by the tournament's sponsors. However, 
Japan's World Cup committee have now contacted their 
co-hosts! event panel with the news they are planning to 
switch the order of names on applications for the tickets. 
Today marks the start of a 500-day countdown to the 
World Cup - and tickets are expected to go on sale on 
February 15. 


UNITED TO VISIT SOUTH-EAST ASIA 
English giants Manchester United are believed to be 
planning a three-match tour of Asia in July. According to 
Asian tour organisers, the Premier League champions vill 
lay in Kuala Lumpur on July 21, Singapore three days 
ler where they will meet a local selection, and Bangkok 
on July 28. United, looking to help develop the game in 
Asia, last played in Singapore in 1986. 


BECKHAM TO KEEP SKIPPERS’ ARMBAND? 

Peter Taylor believes David Beckham should continue as 
England captain for next month's friendly against Spain. 
Taylor made the Manchester United midfielder his skipper 
for the friendly against Italy last November. While Taylor, 
who will initially assist Sven Goran Eriksson on England 
duty, has yet to give the Swede his opinion on his choice 
of skipper, he declared: "I thought David Beckham did 
very well as captain against Italy. So if | had been the one 
aking the squad against Spain, | would have done 
exactly the same regarding David, but I'm not picking it 
any more." 


MANCINI IN FOXES TALKS 

Former Sampdoria and Lazio striker Roberto Mancini has 
been having talks over a possible move to English Premier 
League side Leicester City. Mancini has been heavily 
linked with a move to the Foxes for quite a while, and the 
speculation intensified when the former Italian 
international handed in his resignation at the Italian 
giants, along with new England coach Sven Goran 


Eriksson, last week. During his time as the Lazio manager, 


Eriksson recommended the netburster to Leicester boss 
Peter Taylor, who has openly been a big admirer of 
Mancini. 


PAKISTAN TO TOUR ENGLAND 

Pakistan are preparing to bring their national team to 
England to play two friendly games .against league 
opposition. Following India's successful trip to England 
last summer, in which they became the first Asian national 
team to play a game in the UK [against Fulham), Pakistan 
have lined up a similar visit in the summer. The aim of the 
trip is twofold - firstly they aim to increase the profile of 
Asian football as a global interest and increase the 
game's profile, whilst also offering their players the 
showcase they need to be spotted by league scouts and 
secure lucrative moves to Europe. The two opponents for 
the 190th ranked nation are still to be named, 


HAMMAM EXTINGUISHES SHIRT BURN PLAN 

Welsh soccer club Cardiff City has dropped plans to burn 
the shirts of its English rivals after objections by police and 
anti-racism groups. Bluebirds! owner Sam Hammam, 
whose team plays in the English third division, came up 
with the idea as part of a fan recruiting drive. He offered 
supporters a Cardiff City shirt at half price in return for an 
English team shirt which would then be ceremonially 
burned on March 1, St David's Day. But the move was 


- criticised by police and Kick It Out, an anti-racist group 


which described it as having "extremely xenophobic and 
nationalistic overtones"’. 


VAN NISTELROOY ON THE MEND 

Champion PSV forward Ruud van Nistelrooy is back in 
training again after a nine month spell out of the game 
with a serious cruciate ligament injury. Although he was 
using the PSV practice pitches, van Nistelrooy was 
working away from the other PSV players. The 24-year- 
old’s injury cost him a dream transfer to Manchester 
United and participation at Euro 2000 for Holland. 
According to his doctor, the recovery is going as well as 
planned. The attacker has high hopes that he will play 
again this season adding: "The competition ends in May, 
and | hope to play some matches again before that." 


oe INTERNATIONAL SPOTLIGHT 


LEEDS IN ANOTHER COUNTRY TUG-OF-WAR 

Just when you think it's only Australia that is snubbed by 
Leeds United when it comes to releasing Socceroos Harry 
Kewell and Mark Viduka for national duty, the issue has 
raised its head once more. Apparently, Leeds and the 
South African FA are set to clash again over skipper Lucas 
Radebe's international availability. South Africa face 
Burkina Faso in a crucial World Cup qualifier on January 
27, the same day Leeds entertain Liverpool in an FA Cup 
fourth round tie. United are understandably reluctant to 
allow Radebe to play for the Bafana Bafana, who equally 
want their skipper available for World Cup duty. Leeds 
manager David O'Leary said he wanted Radebe to stay, 
claiming that as a player, Radebe should be loyal to the 
club who pay his wages. Meanwhile, FIFA President Sepp 
Blatter is to continue his fence-mending mission ahead of 
next year’s presidential elections with a visit to South 
Africa. Last month, the world soccer boss toured 
Cameroon, Liberia, Mauritania and Mali in what 


informed observers described as moves to placate ~ 


Africans over the loss of the 2006 World Cup hosting 
rights. His two-day visit to South Africa is being planned 
from the January 25. 


BLAZEVIC IS NEW IRAN BOSS 

Former Croatia coach Miroslav Blazevic (65) has signed 
a two-year contract to run Iran's national team. Blazevic 
resigned from Croatia last October after six years at the 
helm. He helped the newly-independent nation qualify for 
Euro '96 in England and the World Cup in France in 
1998 when Croatia finished third. But the team failed to 
qualify for Euro 2000. Meanwhile, former Asian Player of 
the Year, Khodadad Azizi, has signed a five-month 
contract with Al Nassr of the United Arab Emirates. The 
29-year-old Iranian international striker was released by 
the North American San Jose Earthquakes at the end of 
last year after failing to impress during the 2000 Major 
League Soccer season. Azizi, who previously played ba 
Cologne in the Bundesliga and who scored the equalising 
goal that destroyed Australia’s France '98 hopes, has 
signed for the Dubai-based club in a deal worth 
AU$288,000. 


CHILAVERT UNSETTLED IN FRANCE 

Argentine club Boca Juniors have turned down a chance 
to sign fiery Paraguayan goalkeeper Jose Luis Chilavert, 
who is at odds with his new French team Strasbourg. The 
goalscoring goalkeeper, who joined Strasbourg from 
Argentine side Velez Sarsfield last year, has disappointed 
so far for the French first division side. Chilavert conceded 
nine goals in six first-team appearances before the winter 
break and then refused to be a substitute in a game at 
Bastia. 


EVERTON’S KINGS DOCK VISION FADES 
Everton's dreams of a new stadium on the Kings Dock site 
is diminishing thanks fo one of the club's former directors. 
Sir Desmond Pitcher, a former deputy chairman at 
Goodison, heads a consortium set to rival Everton's bid to 
develop the prestigious waterfront site in Liverpool. The 
consortium, North Star, has unveiled its plans to turn the 
dock site into what it calls, 'a city within a city', and the 
scale of its £270m (AU$713m) proposal suggests that 
Everton could well have a massive job on its hands to 
compete with such an ambitious project. In view of the 
recent news that Liverpool Football Club is seeking a new 
home away from Anfield in the wake of massive 
resistance from local residents to a new stadium being 
built on Stanley Park, talk has re-emerged of the 
possibility of the two major Merseyside clubs sharing a 
new stadium. Liverpool City Council, spokesman Joe 
Kenny said it would make sense for both clubs to be 
involved in one super stadium which would cater for 
international as well as major domestic sport. 


TRINIDAD APPEAL ELCOCK BAN 

The Trinidad and Tobago Football Federation (TTFF) has 
launched an appeal against a threematch ban on 
defender Ansil Elcock which will keep him out of three 
World Cup qualifying fixtures. FIFA imposed the 
suspension last week after studying video evidence of 
Elcock's red card tackle on Mexico's Cuauhtemoc 
Blanco in a qualifier last October which could keep 
Blanco out for seven months. Elcock was also banned for 
three months from his US Major League Soccer club 
Columbus Crew. 


BIRMINGHAM IRATE OVER DATE CHANGE 
Birmingham City have criticised the Football League after 
being ordered to postpone next Wednesday's League 
Cup semifinal second leg match against Ipswich Town. 
The League instructed first division Birmingham to move 
the tie at St Andrews from January 24 to January 30 to 
avoid a clash with neighbouring Aston Villa's home game 
against Leeds United. Police fear security problems if four 
sets of supporters are allowed to mix in Birmingham city 
centre on the same night. While accepting the decision, 
Birmingham City's managing director Karren Brady 
described it as "both unreasonable and unfair" as most of 
the tickets had already been sold. She said the Football 
League, which organises the League Cup and all English 
professional clubs outside the Premier League, should not 
have agreed to move the game. "It is interesting to note 
that the Premier League have not asked Aston Villa to 
move their game," she said.

Thankfully, the 
Glory has experienced few lean times but it is in 
those periods that you often find the games mean 
the most. 

My alltime classic game therefore takes me 
back to the debut season where the Glory came, 
wooing all before it, and | was a season ticket 
holder just happy to be at a match. Those sun- 
drenched Sunday arvos shouting in The Shed for 
a team that was playing for local pride more than 
anything else. They battled away all season and 
almost reached the finals with a squad, in 
comparison to our current one, that was based 
around some seasonal journeymen, the cream of 
our local league and a sprinkling of young talent. 
They literally played their hearts out for the fans. 

The match itself was the Christmas fixture 
against the Melbourne Knights, which we scraped 
home 3-2 after the usual dose of see-sawing 
antics. | had my mate over from Sydney and being 
the huge soccer fan he is, there was not anything 
he wanted to do more than stand in The Shed. The 
day was warm and the atmosphere was awe- 
inspiring, with the crowd seemingly lifting the roof 
off with every roar. 

The game sprung into action with the Glory 
playing in their usual swashbuckling style buoyed 
on by 15,000 fans. The Glory ran all over the 
Knights in the first half and we went in with a 
comfortable 2-0 lead at halftime. The crowd were 
delirious and The Shed triumphantly sang of 
winning the league. However, all was to change 
after the restart where the Glory went cold, tiring 
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when we needed legs. Like most visiting teams to 
Perth Oval, this was the Knights' cup final and 
they sensed the tide was turning. 

The crowd sat dumfounded as the Knights 
scored two quick goals to draw level. It was now 
game-on as both teams threw any remaining 
defensive principles out of the window. The heat 
was daunting and as players launched themselves 
into tackles, mistakes were to be made. With only 
a minute to go, people around us talked of 
hanging on for a draw. The players were 
exhausted and one point is better than nothing. 
One last effort as Bobby surged forward. With the 
Knights defenders frantically hoofing it anywhere, 
the ball lobbed outside the box and before 
anyone could really register what was happening, 
up stepped Scott Miller to fire in one of the best 
volleys you will ever see at this ground. It was 
absolute pandemonium! 

To this day, | remember my mate from Sydney 
going berserk as we hugged absolute strangers. It 
was like winning a cup final. The ground erupted. 
Moments later and the final whistle was greeted 
with unbridled euphoria from fans and players 
alike. We proceeded to go into Northbridge to 
celebrate and it seemed everywhere we went that 
night there were Glory fans singing into their 
beers. 

It was a dawning of a new era for football in 
this state, one of which is still developing. Perhaps 
in years to come, | can look through my rose+tinted 
glasses and tell my grandkids of local players like 
Scott Miller and Gareth Naven. Just as my 
grandad did to me about the Newcastle greats of 
yesteryear.
